FINLEY UPHOLDS
EDUCATION BOARD
IN RODMAN CASE

Dismisses the Appeal of
Writer of Noted "Mother

Baiting" Letter.

THINKS PENALTY

I hat Miss Rodman's position as a
teacher "carried with it an obligation
of respect and scrupulous regard for
the truth, which she conspicuously
ignore., in publishini, the letter, und
that this added responsibility of a
teacher does not necessarily involve an
abridgment of the fre« dorn of speech."

That while he was obliged to reverse
the decision reached hy the bourd in
the very matter which was criticised
the mother-teacher cases), be was "of

necessity bound to give the board every
possible protection in the fro^e exercise
of its judgment w.thin the "wine dis¬
cretion rightfully accorded it by the
f-tntr."
"Those serving the public in such

high capacity," said 'he Commissioner,
referring to the Board of Education,
"are naturally and often subject to un¬

just critici.-m for which there is no
I practical remedy. I am of the opinion
'that in this case it would have been
well to ignore this comment. It would
in time have brought i'.s own condem¬
nation. But since the letter was

noticed I feel bound to reaped the
mensures taken by the board within its
discretion for the protection nol alone
of itself but al*o of the schools whieh
are intrusted t.. iti ««..re.

SUFFRAGIST EVIL

National Association Con
demns Methods of Con¬

gressional Union.

/MEANS THE LOSS
OF MANY VOTES

Delegates Adopt Resolutions
Deprecating Attempt to In¬

terview President.
Chicago, .lune 8. The recen-- at¬

tempt of two militant suffragist« to
force nn interview with President Wil¬
son was condemned to-day at the con-

cluding session of the mid-year con¬
ference here of the National American
Woman's Suffrage Association. The
following resolutions on the subject
were a«!opfed:
"Whereas the recent attempt of the

Congressional Union for Woman Suf-
frage to force an interview with the
President of the United States at a
most inopportune time has brought
condemnation unon all suffragists, and
whereas tni« organisation is in no vay
connected with the great body of sui¬

ts re« resented by 'he National
American Woman's Suffrage Associa¬
tion, but is a new organization, with
methods and policie« diametrically op¬
posite to tho.'e of the national associa¬
tion,
"He ¡t resolved. That this conference

of members of the National American
Woman's Suffrage Association assem¬
bled in Chicago this eighth day of
June. 1916, do hereby deprecate this
aet'on arid diselsilH any responsibility
for or sympathy with the same;
"And be it further resolved, that a

copy of this resolution be s^nt to the
President of the United States."

Delegates from all parts of the coun¬

try discussed the resolution, telling
stories of votes lost because the un¬
informed public, it was «aid. credits
militancy not to one organization, but
to suffragists generally. Dr. Anna
Howard Shaw, president of the associ¬
ation, made particularly vigorous re¬
marks pointing to the necessity of in-
'orming the public that the association
is opposed to militant method«.
A telegram from Governor Trammell

of Florida to Mrs. Boswell C. Cooley,
stating that he had signed the Fells-
mere charter act, tor which the women
had worked, vas received with cheers
at the eoafersacs.

Miss Alice Stone Blackwcl'. of Ros-
t.«n. ¡n addressing the dele-rates said:
"We are making great progress in

the South, and we will make it faster
when it is understi>..d that the Rristow-
Mondell amendment does not enfran¬
chise women indiscriminately, but only
in the same '.vay that men are enfran¬
chised."
Ther» was an animated debate as to

the propriety of supporting the Shaf-
roth amendment, which, Mrs. Medill
McCormick explained, was supported by
the Congressional committee of which
she is chairman, nltl-.ough the commit¬
tee regarded it as of secondary im¬
portance. Mrs. (¡ifford Dudley, of
Tennessee, declarer! the amendment
WSI the most important gateway to
uffr.ige in the South. A motion to
withdraw supp'irt wa« lo«t. tí to 57.

A peace resolution aras adopted, and
the delegates voted to -upport the Fed-
era! bill designed to grant to women

the right to vote for Representatives.
The delegates attended a banquet to-

nicht ;<nd n routine meet;ng of the
executive council of the association was

held.

The women came in automobiles. an<!

rhan«-eil from their street wraps to

cops nr.d gowns in the lower corridor
of the Federal Building, with a crowd
of the curious looking- on. Then they
made their way to the Naturalisation
Court, on the tiith floor, and from 10:S0
o'clock until 12 sat in two rows in
the rear »eats. The doorman waj struck
with fright when he saw them ap¬

proaching.
